Senator Watson, republican, In d i­ 
ana, acting floor leader of the farm 
q u inte t, w ithdrew his motion in the 
senate which would have prevented 
a vote upon the Coolidge plan of 
farm relief, embodied in 
the 
Fess 
am endm ent to the co-operative farm 
bill. 
The action was taken 
ostensibly 
as a courtesy to Mr. 
Coolidge 
al­ 
though it is virtually 
certain 
the 
m easure will be defeated by th e op­ 
position of the rebellious wing. 
In w ith d r a w in g his motion at the 
opening of the senate session, W a t ­ 
son said: 
“ I did not know at th e 
time 
I 
made the 
motion 
th a t 
President 
Coolidge had favored the Fess plan 
or any other plan. 
“ While I d on’t favor the Fess plan, 
I have no desire to prevent th e meas­ 
u re from being voted upon by the 
senate.’’ 
W a ts o n ’s statem en t 
precipitated 
no debate and Vice President Dawes 
in the chair announced th e motion 
w it h d r a w n by unanim ous consent. 
It had previously been pointed out 
to the farm bloc rebels th a t (f Presi­ 
den t Coolidge’s message favoring th e 
Fess plan was not accorded at least 
th e courtesy of a vote in th e senate, 
th e bloc revolt might have a political 
boom erang in some sections. 
T h at a rg u m e n t 
proved 
effective 
over night, cooling the spirits of the 
enraged bloc members, 
who, 
only 
yesterday afternoon, were verging on 
a dopting W a tso n ’s motion, thereby 
rough riding over 
the 
president’s 
wishes. 
W h ite House officials were visibly 
pleased when they received word of 
th e farm bloc’s action, but formal 
com m ent was refused. 
M eantime Representative Tincher. 
republican, Kansas, demanded that 
th e house pass before a d jo u rn m en t 
th e Fess-Tincher $100,000,000 farm 
aid plan “ in justice 
to 
P resident 
Coolidge.’’ 
T incher who is not r u n n i n g for 
re-election denounced the advocates 
of the H augen farm price stabiliza­ 
tion measure for opposing all other 
proposals. 
“ They say ‘we will have no farm 
legislation unless you let us have 
w h a t we w a n t.’ 
Gentlemen, th a t is 
not right. 
In the interests of fair 
ness we should give President Cool­ 
idge a chance to help the farm er in 
this situation,’’ he said.

Senator Watson, republican, In d i­ 
ana, announced he would w ith d raw 
his motion which would have killed 
the Fess and other bills and rebuffed 
th e adm inistration severely.

In the town all 
yards are to be cleaned.

FIRE RAGES UNDER 
THIS LITTLE TOWN 


Summit Hill Sits on Top of 
Burning Coal Mine. 


It is nothing unusual for a town in 
the hard coal fields of Pennsylvania 
to be sitting complacently on top of 
a honeycomb of mines. 
Most of the 
towns In that region rest on a mere 
shell of the earth's surface, beneath 
which are labyrinths of shafts a#nl 
tunnels from which fuel bas been Ink 
en and shipped to kitchen ranges and 
cellar beaters. Scranton, the hard coal 
metropolis, bas thirty-three mines un­ 
der the streets within the city limits, 
and smaller towns show a proportion­ 
ate undermining, in the development 
of the anthracite industry shafts and 
chutes 
mid 
gangways 
have 
been 
pushed further and further into the 
ground until Hie surface* of the earth 
is everywhere buttressed by timbers 
and other artificial supports. 
The case of Summit Hill, in Car­ 
bon county, Pa., is unique in that it 
bas for nearly one hundred years 
been sitting on top of a burning mine. 
Summit Hill is a town of 0,000 peo­ 
ple. 
It is built on top of a high hill 
whose sides are riddled with shafts 
aud gangways and whose Interior bas 
long been steadily streaming out to 
waiting furnaces. 
It differs little 
from other hard coal mining towns. It 
lias its homes and stores and markets. 
and claims attention chiefly by rea­ 
son of its being at o n e end of the 
Switchback and because of its burn­ 
ing mine. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 
It started ninety-two years ago deep 
down iii the network of gangways 
and tunnels, and worked its way out 
and up. until today at places it Is at 
the surface. 
Fortune awaits the man who can 
extinguish the flames. Every known 
method of fighting such fires has been 
tried. 
Tile burning mine lias been 
flooded with water, lirfkmd has been 
dumped in. 
Gaps have been cut in 
the veins of coal, to cut the con­ 
tinuous line of fuel and thus stop the 
spread of flames, but still the fire 
rages on, a sight for the tourists, a 
huge economic loss and a menace to 
life and property.
